TT is well understood that the city will shift the 
1 tourist camping ground next year from its 
present location at the foot of the wagon bridge 
to the southern end of Pcttibone Park, and most 
citizens will approve the reasons behind the 
change. Certainly the unkempt state of the 
tourist camp the last few seasons is not a pleas- 
ant spectacle in the foreground of one of the 
city's show places, and conspicuous damage 
has been done to the park. But it may be sug- 
gested that part of the slovenly appearance of 
the camp is to be traced to the lack of facilities 
end general makeshift arrangement furnished 
to tourists, which makes it more than ordinarily 
difficult for them to keep to standards of 
neatness. 


There has been a good deal of complaint on 


the part of local residents, particularly, as to 
the lack of conveniences, but perhaps more heed 
\vould have been paid to it by the authorities 
v.-ere it known that the word is now out on the 
main lines of tourist travel to keep away from 
La Crosse. The bad repute of our camp-site 
has gone abroad. More than one local tourist 
has run into it on his journeys. Recently a Da- 
kota tourist, visiting relatives here, said that 
all along his route he had been warned that the 
camp at La Crosse was dirty and inconvenient, 
and that he would do well to pass through thia 
city without stopping. 


This is a serious matter to a large part of 


the community. It involves the reputation of 
the city in a matter in which comparison with 
other towns is inevitable. Perhaps La Crosse 
cannot go in for an outdoor hotel as elaborate 
as some of the more lavish sites offered by 
larger cities. But at least we can have decent 
toilet facilities, a liberal water supply, and pro- 
vision for neatness and comfort in cooking. 
This is an absolute minimum of creditable hos- 
pitality to guests who, after all, honor us some- 
what by their visits and without doubt contri- 
bute materially to the prosperity of our com- 
munity.

The home bunder usually selects 


the kind of wood for the interior 
finish of his home that corresponds 
to his persona] taste, at least aa far 
as his funds will allow him to go. 
Usually hardwood is used for the 
floors, but the trim may be hard- 
wood or soft wood. "Where costs are 
to be kept at the lowest possible 
figure, soft "woods are used. 


If the wood is to be stained it 


necessarOy must be of a different 
quality than if it is to be painted. 
The pieces jnust be selected for good 
color and figure of grain. 
This does 


not mean it is necessary to use the 
mof:'t expensive or highest qualities 
of wood for this particular kind of 
finish. 
i 
Staining Important 


As fl. matter of fact, some of the 


more common woods look extraordi- 
narily well when they are stained 
properly. 'Everything depends upon 
!how intelligently the job is handled 
how CiireCuHy the woods and colors 
are selected, and the particular com- 
bination of the woodwork with the 
Interior furnishings. 


Porhaps It would be better in the 


Jongr run not to think of these stains 
es providing for cheap imitations of 
expensive woodwork, but rather as 
ft possibility whereby certain definite 
colors may be obtained. 
In other 


•words, think of the wood as a note 
of color rather than aa a kind of 
wood.

HIS six room house, in English Cottage Stylo, 


is designed particularly for future enlargement. 


The second story can be left entirely unfinished 
for the time being If one's family is small, because 
a bedroom and bath has been provided for on tho 
flrst floor. 


This bouse provides a sunroom at the front com- 


pletely enclosed and equipped with casement win- - 
dows. Flower boxes line the windows and give a 
delightful note o£ color to the exterior. The entrance 
doorway has been placed where it balances nicely 
with the sunparlor. 
' 


The house is designed to be placed on a lot les» 


than 40 feet in width, and as the rooms are now 
arranged tTie house would do equally well for south, 
west or north facings. It should be reversed for an 
eastern exposure. 


The feature of this plan is that the dining and 


living rooms are thrown together to get a very 
large space only broken by the cased opening. 


The cost to build this house, complete, not In- 


cluding wall decorations, should range between 
$7,500 and 39,000. A much smaller sum would be 
required if the second story is not finished. In cer- 
tain localities where costs are higher the lower 
figure quoted will be too low.
